T lis at IO centi a pound 
would amount to $30. The expense cf 
planting, cultivating, picking, ginning, 
baliog and shipping the cotton would 
not be less than $20 per acre. Ten dol­ 
lars i) a good net proht on an aore of 
ootton. Twenty tons to the acre may 
be considered a fair average crop for 
augar cane, says the paper, and then 
it 
gees on 
to say 
that 35 tons 
of cane is lometimes reached, about as 
often aa a cotton planter gets a bale of 
ootton to the acre. 
W bie a ton cf oane 
would y ield more than 200 pounds of 
sugar by diffusion, and although Mr. 
Dan Thompson cf Calumet plantation, 
reached an average cf more than 207 
pounds by the mill process last year, an 
estimate will ba made on results that are 
commonly obtained, \ iz.: 150 pounds of 
sugar and six gallons of molasses. 
In 
round number s this product sold for $10 
last year and would bring over $12 at 
present abnormal prices. It is not an 
over-calculation to count the product of 
a ton < f cane at $10. Ibis would give a 
gross yield of $200 per acre against $30 
for cotton. 
The paper then conclude* that sugar 
is a surer crop than cotton, and as safe 
in all respects, as any crop in the United 
S tites. It rarely if ever happen* that 
any one bear* cf half a crop of sugar 
and that storms may blow the cane flat 
on the ground and whip it to pieoes, but 
when the storm is over it lifts its head 
to the sun and gees on growing. 
There is no product aside from wheat 
which is more important to the people of 
the United fettles than sugar, and its 
prodnction other than by cane has been 
tried with many failures, lf the state* 
manta of the New O* leans paper are 
tone, why is it the southern planters do 
not engage more largely in sugar cane 
raising? It it is Af coon or twenty times 
more prof table than co', t m one would 
suppose that sugar would be king. But 
it seems that the soil cf no other state in 
the south than that of Louisiana will 
successfully produce sugar can. Other 
plates have tried it, and as often as the 
trial has been made, there has been a 
failure. And even in Louisiana.*aooord - 
lug to stat atist* previously published in 
the Gazette, the annual production of 
the oane in that state has decreased very 
mach in the past fifteen or twenty years.

Pending a vote 
on this tho House adjourned. 
At the opening of the session Mr. Hitt, 
of Illinois, rising to a question of privi­ 
lege, denied the charge that ho Intro­ 
duced a bill for the abolition of the tax 
on oleomargarine. 
T he Senate. 
W a s h in g to n , Jan. 16.—In the Senate 
Mr. Sherman Introduced a concurrent 
resolution providing for the settlement 
of disputes between nations by arbitra­ 
tion. After tho introduction of a few 
measures the resolution to recognize the 
Republic of Brazil was read. Mr. Turple 
proceeded to make a few remarks on the 
subject. He said that the United States 
had taken a position of strict neutrality 
and supine indifference,but that the time 
has come for a republic can not be denied.

for a settlement of the former dispute, 
but so far Secretary Blaine evinces no 
anxiety to re-enter Into negotiations on 
the subject. The Governor-General,it is 
understood, will speak plainly regarding 
the Behring Sea question. The attention 
of the imperial government has been 
called to the situation and strong pres­ 
sure brought to bear by the Canadian 
government to resist the claim of any 
nation to exercise exclusive jurisdiction 
on those seas. Parliament is likely to be 
asked to amend the banking act. There 
is a public feeling in favor of the adop­ 
tion of the American banking system, 
but this change will not likely be carried 
out at present.____________
